Teamsters Ordered to 
Show Cause Why In- 
junction Should Not 
Be Issued and Re- 
ceiver Appointed.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14—A 
United States district court 
issued a temporary restraini 
order today barring James R. 
Hoffa and other officers of 
the Teamsters Union, elected at 
the recent national convention 
in Miami Beach, Fla., from 
taking office. 

The order signed by Judge F. 
Dickinson Letts directed offi- 
cers of the Teamsters Union 
to appear in court next Monday 
to show cause why preliminary 
injunction against Hoffa’s tak- 
ing office should not be grant- 
ed, F pgm a full-scale review 
of proceedings in which he 
= Be pe election, it 

,» was rigged. 

(The restraining order is to 
remain in force for 10 days, 
and may be extended for an- 
other 10 days.) 

Teamsters officers were di- 
rected also to show cause why 
a receiver should not be ap- 
pointed to supervise the affairs 
of the 1,400,000-member union 
until a trial on the permanent 
injunction ig held. 

(At Detroit, the Associated 
Press quoted Hoffa as saying 
he had “no comment whatso- 
ever. It’s a legal question and 
will be handled by the law- 
yers.”’) 

Would Void Convention. 

The injunction petition, 
brought on behalf of 13 rank- 
and-file members of the Team- 
sters Union at New York, also 
seeks to have all of the pro- 
ceedings of the convention, in- 
cluding election of officers, de- 
elared void. : 

The petitioners asked that 
holdover officers be prohibited 
from all but “ministerial” du- 
ties without the approval of the 
District Court, that no expendi- 
tures by Teamsters officers of 
more than $5000 in union funds 


prohibited. 

Hoffa was scheduled to take 
office as president of the inter- 
national union tomorrow. The 
other officers, including Harold 
Gibbons of St. Louis, Hoffa's 
campaign manager and a newly 
elected vice president, take 
office Dec. 1. 

Unqualified Delegates. 

The attack on the validity of 
Hoffa's election is based on 
claims supported by affidavits 
that more than one-half of the 
1661 delegates recorded as vot- 
ing in the first ballot roll call 
were not qualified to vote un- 
der provisions of the Team- 
sters’ constitution. Hoffa won 
easily over two opponents on 
the first ballot. 

Attorneys for the 13 rank- 
and-file Teamsters, who tried 
unsuccessfully to block the 
convention election iate last 
month, told reporters they have 
more than 250 affidavits from 
rank-and-file members of more 
than 100 Teamsters locals 
throughout the country stating 
that delegations representing 
their locals at the convention 
had never been elected. 

The attorneys also said that

OSLO, Norway, Oct. 14 
(AP)—Lester B. Pearson, for- 
mer Canadian Foreign Secre- 
tary, has been awarded the 
1957 Nobel peace prize. 

As usual, the Norwegian No- 
bel Committee gave no reason 
for its choice, 

In the United Nations last 
fall Pearson spearheaded a 
campaign to bring peace to 
the Middle East, where Brit- 
ain and France had joined 
Israel in an attack on Egypt. 

Largely as a result of Pear- 
son’s activity a U.N. Emer- 
gency Force was organized to 
separate the belligerents.

The prize, amounting to $40,- 
275, was awarded by the Nobel 
committee of the Norwegian 
Storting (Parliament). 

The committee again decided 
not to award the 1956 prize. 
The committee found no wor- 
thy candidate. 


The 1956 prize, the amount 
of which was not announced, 
will be disposed as follows: 
Two-thirds to the main Nobel 
fund and one-third to the spe- 
cial fund of the Norwegian No- 
bel Committee. 

The last Nobel peace prize 
awarded was for 1954, when 
it went to the Office of the 
U.N. Commissioner for Refu- 
gees. Others who have received 
it in the last 10 years include 
the American Friends Service 
Committee (Quakers), Lord 
Boyd Orr of Britain, Dr. Ralph 
J. Bunche, Leon Jouhaux, 
Albert Schweitzer and Gen.

Applied to Men Con- 
victed Under Smith 
Act’s ‘Knowing 


Membership’ Clause. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14 (AP) 
~The Supreme Court today 
set aside the convictions of the 
first two persons tried under 
the “knowing membership” 
clause of the Smith Anti-Com- 
munist Act. 

The court acted on a govern- 
ment motion which said re- 
versal of the convictions was 
necessary because of the Su- 
preme Court’s decision last 
June in the Jencks case. 

The convictions were those 
of Junius I. Scales, Communist 
party leader in Tennessee and 
the Carolinas, and Claude M. 
Lightfoot, executive secretary 
of the party in Illinois. 

In the Jencks case last June 
the Supreme Court ruled that 
a defendant in a criminal case 
must be given access to Federal 
Bureau of Investigation reports 
made by undercover agents if 
the agents are to testify against 
him. 

Congress later passed a bill 
giving trial judges authority to 
decide what parts of a Govern- 
ment document must be dis- 
closed to the defendant. 

Not Affected by New Law. 

Despite this act, however, the 
Department of Justice told the 
Supreme Court the convictions 
of Scales and Lightfoot would 
have to be reversed. 

The court’s action leaves 
the Government free to bring 
Scales and Lightfoot to trial 
again. However, today’s action 
wil] put off for a year at least 
any final ruling on validity of 
the “knowing membership” 
clause. 

That clause makes it a crime 
to belong to the Communist 
party while knowing the party 
advocates violent overthrow of 


| the government.

Kasper Denied Review. 

In another action, the court 
turned a deaf ear to segrega- 
tionist John Kasper. It refused 
to review his 1956 conviction 
of criminal contempt for dis- 
regarding a United States dis- 
trict judge’s order in Knox- 
ville, Tenn. 

Kasper’s conviction grew out 
of school integration orders 
last August in Clinton, Tenn. 
Judge Robert L. Taylor sen- 
tenced Kasper to one year in 
prison, but permitted his re- 
lease on $10,000 bail pending 
appeal. 

Today’s Supreme Court ac- 
tion did not involve another 
conviction of Kasper. This one 
occurred last July 23 when a 
jury in Judge Taylor’s court 
convicted Kasper and six oth- 
ers of fomenting disorders in 
violation of an injunction. The 
injunction was against obstruc- 
tion of orderly integration at 
the Clinton high school. 

Kasper’s appeal from the 
first conviction contended his 
constitutional right of freedom 
of speech had been violated 
and said his sentence was 
grossly excessive. He appealed 
after the United States Circuit

Wipes Out Exchange Funds.

On Friday these ex- 
changes were paying one West 
German mark for four and a 
half East marks. (The East 
mark was officially valued as 
equal to the West mark, which 
is worth 24 cents.) 

According to one exchange 
official, the holdings in West 
Berlin amounted to 15,000,000 
to 20,000,000 East marks, 
($825,000 to $1,100,000). Of 
this 2,500,000 ($137,500) was 
held by the West Berlin gov- 
ernment. — 

West Berlin has used the 
money to run an exchange for 
5000 West Berliners who work 
in East Berlin and 30,000 East 
Berliners who work in West 
Berlin.

Sale of Production 
From Windscale 
Plutonium Plant 


Area Is Barred. 


SEASCALE, England, Oct. 14 
(UP) — Authorities temporarily 
barred use of milk produced in 
the area of the Windscale plu- 
tonium plant today. They said 
a runaway reactor had con- 
taminated it with radioactivity. 

Tests of food crops in the 
area were under way. 

One of two piles in the 
Windscale reactor overheated 
last Thursday and sent a surge 
of. radioactive waste into the 
sky. Most of it blew out to sea 
but some settled on the com- 
munity, apparently more than 
was first believed. 

Cows ate radioactive grass 
and produced milk containing 
six times the allowable amount 
of radioactive iodine.

Likened to Ruined Mansion. 

No doubt with good inten- 
tions, our allies have been 
progressively alienated. No 
doubt fad plausible budgetary 
reasons, Bur former position of 
predominant military power 
has been progressively im- 
paired. The effect on the West- 
ern Alliance can best be under- 
stood if you think of a majestic 
mansion progressively riddled 
by dry rot. 

On the surface, for a long 
while, all seems. well. The fa- 
cade is as imposing as ever, 
the rooms as handsome. Only 
the family pessimists plead the 
heavy outlays needed to stop 
the rot. Then one fine evening, 
Grandmother simply  disap- 
pears through the parlor floor. 
And thus the rotteness of the 
structure is at last revealed; 
and the once-majestic mansion 
is suddenly regarded as a piti- 
able ruin. 

The launching of the famous 
“Sputnik” was a comparable 
occurrence, unpleasant in it-

I blew my horn repeatedly until he 
looked up and my passenger shouted 
to him that there had been an

He said, “Aw right—let ‘em 
eall!” and turned back to his paper 
without so much as a glance in the 
direction of the accident. 

This police officer may not be 
responsible for accident investiga- 
tion unless requested; and he may 
not have been on duty to aid in 
the safeguard of school children 
crossing this busy intersection. But 
as an officer of the law he is cer- 
tainly charged with the responsi- 
bility of coming to the aid of 
someone in an accident, particularly 
a child.

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Unfriendly Climate 


Amid all the dismay and hysteria over Rus- 
sia’s getting the first satellite into outer space, 
it should be good for the conscience of the 
country to recall how our Government has 
treated some of the scientists who must be de- 
pended upon for such achievements. 

Not even yet have the wounds left by the J. 
Robert Oppenheimer. case healed. He is one 
of America’s most eminent physicists, the man 
who headed the scientific team which devel- 
oped the atomic bomb. Soon after the Eisen- 
hower Administration took office, Dr. Oppen- 
heimer was pilloried and hounded out of Gov- 
ernment as a “security risk” by Adm. Lewis 
Strauss of the Atomic Energy Commission. 

As the Post-Dispatch reported at that time, 
the action against Dr. Oppenheimer was begun 
in order to head off an investigation by Sena- 
tors McCarthy and Jenner. In other words, one 
of the great scientific intellects of the day was 
barred from government service primarily for 
political reasons, and on security charges so thin 
as to be unconvincing to a great body of in- 
formed opinion. He .was a sacrifice to the 
vicious spirit of McCarthyism. And McCarthy- 
ism fed on the spirit of anti-intellectualism 
which George H. Hall discussed in Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch. 

+ . * 

There never was the siightest doubt about 
the effect of this kind of action on other scien- 
tists of top caliber. Prof. Ward V. Evans, the 
dissenting member of the loyalty review board 
in the Oppenheimer case, warned in his minor- 
ity report: 

Dr. Oppenheimer’s witnesses are a consid- 
erable segment of the scientific backbone 
of our nation and they indorse him. I am 
worried about the effect an improper deci- 
sion may have on the scientific development 
in our country. I would very much regret 


any action to retard or hinder this new sci- 
entific development. 


The scientific community reinforced the warn- 
ing in plain and unmistakable terms. The Fed- 
eration of American Scientists demanded a total 
revision of the security program. Two hundred 
and eighty scientists at the atomic laboratories 
at Los Alamos strongly denounced what they re- 
garded as an injustice to a loyal American and 
an affront to all scientists. Among the many 
groups of scientists who protested this case, 27 
at the University of Illinois warned that under 
the procedures applied to Dr. Oppenheimer, 


government research jobs may become so 
precarious that they will become unaccepta- 
ble to men of ability and integrity. 


And figally, in December of 1954, the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement of Science, 
speaking for 256 affiliated societies, called for 
an about-face of the Government’s attitude 
toward scientists and security. Said the Asso 
ciation: ' 

We cannot possibly keep scientific knowl- 
edge secret; but we can hope to keep ahead 
of our potential enemies in basic knowledge 
and in the application of that knowledge. A 
positive program of preserving national se- 
curity by keeping ahead would substitute 
the question “How can we best aid national 
progress?” for the negative question, “How 
can we avoid the danger of leaks?”

So America cannot say it lacked for warnings. 
Yet, as in the Oppenheimer case, so in the 
hounding of Dr. Edward U. Condon, Prof. Linus 
Pauling, and other eminent scientists, the Gov- 
ernment and congressional committees took the 
attitude that rigid, extreme, doctrinaire security 
procedures were more important than the en- 
couragement of creative intellectual endeavor 
by the nation’s most gifted minds. 

We do not agree with the frantic cries now 
going up to the effect that Sputnik proves the 
superiority of Soviet science to ours. It is not a 
case of Russia having more or better scientists. 
Nor do we doubt that sound and sensible secu- 
rity procedures in proper areas of secrecy must 
be applied to scientists as well as to other Gov- 
ernment personnel. But can there be any ques- 
tion that our Government has failed to create a 
favorable climate for attracting and holding the 
best scientific minds in public service? 

Can there be any doubt that our Government 
must do much better?

“This Goes Too Far’ 

Many cigarette smokers, who smoke simply 
because they enjoy it, will understand the good 
sense of a Federal Trade Commission examiner’s 
ruling on a cigarette advertisement. 

Examiner William L. Pack was willing to 
suffer the claim that the particular brand of 
cigarettes were “milder” and “more soothing 
and relaxing.” Such common contentions may 
not be provable, but they are not easily dis- 
proved either; the mildness of a cigarette is 
generally a matter of taste. 

But the FTC examiner balked at this claim: 
“Nose, throat and accessory organs not ad- 
versely affected... .” This notion was ascribed 
to an unidentified “medical specialist.” Mr. 
Pack simply pointed out that smoking is likely 
to have some adverse effect. We cannot imagine 
the tobacco industry polling physicians on 
whether smoking is entirely harmless. 

The sensible smoker does not expect his habit 
to represent sound hygiene, but he considers 
that the pleasures of tobacco in moderation may 
be worth some adverse effects. The FTC exam- 
iner drew the line on advertising claims just 
as the smoker might draw it in his private 
estimation. 
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Teacher to 106,000 Adults 


In the 20 years of service it is celebrating 
with a birthday party Tuesday, the Adult Educa- 
tion Council of Greater St. Louis has seen two 
extremes of the educational problem. In 1937, 
when it came into being, enrollment in St. Louis 
public evening schools had dropped 5000 in the 
preceding six years because people lacked car- 
fare or, without jobs, lacked the incentive. 

Now that schools of all sorts are bursting at 
the seams, the Council finds itself as much need- 
ed as when the situation was the reverse—more, 
in fact.{ With 89 member agencies, 20 of which 
are chagter members, the organization is pre- 
pared to meet the swelling demands for adult 
education. During these two decades the Coun- 
cil estimates it has worked with 106,000 adults 
seeking educational guidance—as many as the 
combined populations of Jefferson City and 
Springfield. 

Eleven years ago the Council began a program 
which has enabled some 9000 Missourians with- 
out high school diplomas to establish, by means 
of a two-day examination, that they possess the 
equivalent of a school education. They 
have thus been helped to obtain employment or 
gain college credit. 

More than 1000 non-readers have been taught 
basic reading in five centers in the city and 
county each staffed with three or more teachers. 
The Council played a large part in making edu- 
cational television station KETC a reality and is 
currently seeking funds to teach basic reading 
over its Channel 9. It planned and helped 
launch the Great Books ang World Politics dis- 


cussion groups; originated a political education 
program; and has organized numerous. confer- 
ences on the methods, materials and content of 
adult education. A leadership training and con- 
sultant service is now under way. So it is a varied 
record of accompHshment that the Adult Educa- 
tion Couneil looks back ugon as its pauses at 
this significant milestone to receive the recog- 
nition it has earned. May it enjoy many more 
years of useful service! 
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When Troops Are on the Move 

Uneasiness is always justified whenever troops 
begin to move across national lines, but the 
Egyptian landing in Syria is much more likely 
to be political than military in motivation. 

A joint Syrian-Egyptian attack on Turkey 
would be almost as absurd as an attack by Syria 
alone. That the two Arab nations are thinking 
of a move against Israel would be more plausible. 
And yet it is scarcely a year since Egypt was 
all but knocked out by Israel. Would Nasser 
move so soon for a repetition of the licking 
Israel twice has dealt the Arabs? 

So it is probably a safe assumption that Pres 
ident Nasser in sending “military support” to 
Syria was making one of those grandiloquent 
and somewhat cheap gestures that dictators like 
and sometimes have to engage in. 

Shaking the mailed fist, moving troops and 
ships around, sounding off in the world, always 
come much easier to a dictator than doing some- 
thing constructive to improve the lot of his 
own people. Nasser may have exhausted such 
credit as he built up at home by nationalizing 
the Suez canal and surviving the Sinai attack. 
Perhaps he is trying to reinflate himself by 
again interposing himself between neighboring 
Arab states and the Eisenhower doctrine. j 

How popular a role this might turn out to be 
in the Arab world is suggested by the latest 
news that Lebanon, having just about used up 
the $200,000,000 it got from Washington under 
the Eisenhower Doctrine, is now seeking to 
renege on its acceptance of the doctrine. And 
King Saud is apparently siding with Lebanon 
for the sake of “Arab unity.” Saud and Nasser 
are all for “Arab unity,” the only question being 
unity under the benevolent guidance of which. 

The world must hope that cool heads and calm 
trigger fingers in the Middle East will prevent 
Nasser’s latest move from inflaming the situation 
any further. Meanwhile Washington should be 
thinking about what can be done to strengthen 
an Eisenhower doctrine which seems none too 
strong at the moment. 
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Progress for Juvenile Court 

‘Juvenile Court will be improved, we believe, 
by the Circuit Judges’ action in making it a 
division by itself and placing at its head a full- 
time judge on a year’s assignment. Thése moves 
are broadly along the line of the reforms rec- 
ommended by the National Probation and Parole 
Association. 

Missouri now has a good new juvenile code. 
It provides the framework for a superior quality 
of Juvenile Court in St. Louis and elsewhere 
in the state. But our Juvenile Court has so 
far to go to catch up with 1957 that in many 
respects it will have to be building from close 
to the ground up. 

An able and outstanding Judge and capable’ 
Parole Officer on whom he can lean as his 
administrative assistant are first requisites of 
a properly functioning Juvenile Court. They 
ought to be high on the list of objectives toward 
which those fighting for a first-class Juvenile 
Court will address themselves. 
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A Queen’s Visit 

Queen Elizabeth II will end her brief Cana- 
dian visit on Wednesday to come to the United 
States. Washington’s authorities on protocol 
are busy with the problem of how to greet a 
queen, and this also seems a fitting subject for 
consideration by the American people. 

This has been a problem of sorts for nearly 
a century—ever since the 19-year-old son of 
Queen Victoria, Edward, Prince of Wales, vis- 
ited the United States in 1860. Since then 
Americans have greeted a later Prince of Wales, 
a King and Queen of Belgium, a Queen of Ro- 
mania, and King George and Queen Elizabeth, 
parents of-the present ruler of Britain. And the 
reception given most of these monarchs generally 
combined pomp and circumstance with elements 
of a three-+ing circus. 

Panoply is, of course, about the last remain- 
ing divine right of kings. But in the past Amer- 
icans have added to parades and ceremonies a 
certain breathless curiosity in “real live kings” 
—or queens—seldom shown other visiting but 
untitled heads of state. The visitors must have 
wondered why a people living expressly without 
royalty, devoted to the proposition that all men 
are created equal, would give royal visitors so 
little privacy, push them this way and that, 
read outrageous stories about them, and serve 
them with equal parts of reverence and rudeness. 

There are some indications, however, that as 
time has passed and kings or queens or princes 
have come and gone, Americans have “grown 
up” in their relations to royalty, or at least 
have grown more accustomed to them. Queen 
Elizabeth II is, as the British anthem puts it, 
a “gracious queen.” She is also the titular 
head of a nation and a Commonwealth allied to 
the United States by the firmest bonds of com- 
mon origins, traditions and principles. She 
merits a most pleasant visit, and somehow we 
think she will find it so. 
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Clinton, One Year Later 


How are things today in Clinton, Tenn.? 
How ate the schools operating? What do the 
children and their parents think about integra- 
tion? And where have the mobs gone? 

A year ago mob action threatened not only 
integration but public education at Clinton High 
School. But the federal courts stood fast against 
the hysterical white supremacy crowd. So did 
the school board, its superintendent and prin- 
cipal. Clinton’s police enfofced the law and 
restored order. 

Today all is quiet in Clinton. Newsweek mag- 
azine has summarized the situation. A number 
of white high school students who walked out 
when Negroes entered are back in school. Some 
of the men convicted as ringleaders in the mob 
have told Police Chief Francis Moore that they 
“had made a mistake, that they were ashamed.” 
Chief Moore has heard of no incidents this year 
inside the school. A schoolteacher says, “My 
family isn’t afraid any more. We can sleep 
peacefully.”

While Soviet Government pushes science, especially for 
of military reasons, it has ended brief period of ‘decontrol’ of 
culture; writers and other intellectuals being made to toe 
line again; easing controls had permitted too much protest.

The Soviet Government's drive to 
re-establish full conformity in art, 
music, literature and similar fields is 
once more in full swing. The edi- 
torial board of the chief Soviet music 
magazine has been ousted. 

The Soviet Minister of Culture has 
warned writers that “all attempts to 
defame without grounds the state ap- 
paratus, to doubt the usefulness of its 
activity” are now prohibited. The 
organ of the Union of Soviet Writers 
has hurled sharp attacks at a Polish 
magazine which spoke plainly about 
the decay of Soviet culture. 

The atmosphere, in short, is rem- 
iniscent of the “Zhdanovshchina” a 
decade ago, of the period when the 
late Andrei Zhdanov reimposed harsh 
Stalinist control of Soviet intellectual 
life after the relative lenient atmos- 
phere of World War II. 

The Soviet Government can enforce 
such conformity. It controls all the 
printing presses and all the paper 
supply of the Soviet Union. It oper- 
ates all the publishing houses where 
the decisions are made as to what shall 
and what shall not be printed. As 
a last resort it has the power to jail, 
or even execute, those who refuse to 
conform. 

The grim record of the last 25 
years of Soviet power has no more 


black page than that which records 
the names of the outstanding scien- 
tists, writer and other intellectuals 
who have been silenced, imprisoned, 
or shot for nonconformity or suspected 
nonconformity. 

Yet Nikita S. Khrushchev’'s need to 
reimpose Draconian control over So- 
viet intellectuals is an implicit ad- 
mission that the Soviet regime can- 
not stand even limited freedom of 
expression. 3 

The easing of controls during 1956 
was far from complete, yet its results 
were astounding to the Kremlin. 
Given even a modest amount of lati- 
tude, Soviet writers—men and women 
born and raised under Soviet rule— 
created a literature of protest which 
is without preeedent in the history of 
modern dictatorships. 

Their protest was against the dic- 
tatorship of the new privileged class, 
of the state and party apparatus which 
Dijilas has called “The New Class,” 
which oppresses the ordinary people 
of the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Khrushchev can choke off the 
publication on nonconformist opinion. 
But he cannot remove from the minds 
of Soviet citizens those sentiments of 
protest and of resentment which 
emerged so vividly in the writing he 
now condemns.

Case for Immortality 


THE CHILD OF THE DAWN, by Arthur 
C. Benson. (The Falcon’s Wing Press, 
314 pgs. $3.95.) 


In a period when secular philosophy 
commonly declared “man’s fate’ to 
be his absolute mortality, it is stim- 
ulating to read this reissue of Arthur 
—* vision of a spiritual after- 
life. 

His allegorical tale describes the 
pilgrimage of a soul from death, 
through various “heavenly” trials, to 
reincarnation. But the author offers 
much more than an interesting blue- 
print for immortality. By emphasiz- 
ing the essential role of love and suf- 
fering, he hopes to bring a new dig- 
nity and understanding to life. 

Benson died in 1925 after a suc- 
cessful career as English educator 
and author. He wrote this book in 
1912 after a long illness during which, 
he said, “I came to believe practically, 
instead of merely theoretically, in the 
personal immortal- 
ity.of the human 
soul.” He con- 
cluded that the 
only important 
question is the 
soul’s relation to 
ether souls, and 
the best explana- 
tion for such seem- 
ing futility, as in- 
fant deaths and in- 
nocent suffering Is 
the possibility of a 
number of lives for 
each soul, a “great 
A. C. Benson Chain of lives,” in 

which no one is 
sacrificed over the whole view. 

Far from a philosophical tract, this 
story develops into a fascinating de- 
scription of “hells”. awaiting various 
human.types, As Benson struggles to 
find God, he discovers that pain is 
suffereti_ net by. the damned but by 
the rede@émed, for. whom it awakens 
an awareness of othefs.

A $400,000 addition to St. 
Joseph's Institute for the Deaf, 
a United Fund agency at 1483 
Eighty-second boulevard, Uni- 
versity City, was dedicated 
yesterday by Archbishop Jo- 
seph E. Ritter. 

The addition is named 
Celestine Hall in honor of one 
of St. Louis’ first teachers of 
the deaf, Mother Celestine 
Pommerel, C.S.J. 

Dr. Clarence D. O’Connor, 
head of New York City’s Lex- 
ington School for the Deaf, 
prineipal speaker, 
deafness as ‘the most crippling 
of handicaps, not physical, but 


mental, emotional and eco- 
nomic.” 


“You can’t see deafness, and 
nobody ever died from it, but 
by and large the deaf are the 
most misunderstood, even to- 
day, among all the handi- 
capped,” Dr. O’Connor said. 

He said progress of the deaf 
toward “emancipation” has 
been slow but steady. Four 
centuries before Christ, Hippo- 
crates observed that normal, 
hearing children corrected 
their mistakes through héarin 
“and the transfer of this might 
have been made to the deaf 
ase it wasn’t,” Dr. O’Connor 
Said. 


“The totally deaf were 
thought of as dumb, a mistake 
which continues in the wnin- 
itiated mind even until now,” 
he continued. Six centuries 
after Christ, the Justinian Code 
classified the deaf in five 
groups, with the congenitally 
deaf either being denied all 
privileges or hidden or de- 
stroyed, Dr. O’Connor recalled. 


“Even as recently as 150 


years ago the congenitally deaf 
were deprived of some citizen- | 
ship privileges. Today, although | 
they must still meet, in some | 


places, lack of public under- 
standing, we can promise our 
deaf the opportunity of achiev- 


ing first-class citizenship as | 


contrasted with the old days.”

Bishop Warns Against ‘Buying’ 
Psychology as Real Religion 


Methodist Official Deplores What ‘He 
Cals a Growing Trend to View God 
as ‘Something Extra.’

CLEVELAND, Oct. 14 — 
Bishop Richard C. Raines of 
the Indianapolis area of the 
Methodist Church warned 
churchgoers yesterday against 
“buying” psychology as a sub- 
stitute for real religion. 

The Bishop spoke at a com- 
munion service held here in 
connection with the interna- 
tional convention of Disciples 
of Christ. An estimated 15,000 
persons filled the public audi- 
torium for the solemn service.

ROME, Oct. 14 (UP)—Vla- 
dimir Kuts of Russia broke the 
world record for the 5000- 
meter run yesterday, thereby 
serving notice he will be the 
man to beat at that distance 
in the 1960 Olympics. 


The wiry Russian, winner of 
the 5000 and 10,000-meter races 
in the 1956 Olympics at Mel- 
bourne, was clocked in 13 min- 
utes and 35 seconds flat yes- 
terday, clipping 1.8 seconds 


set by Gordon Pirie of Britain. 


Kuts registered his victory 
before 10,000 spectators on the 
cinders of Rome’s Foro Italico, 
where track events of the 1960 
Olympics are scheduled to be 
held. He left the rest of the 
21-man field far behind, lap- 
ping all but four of his rivals. 
His countryman, Plortr Bolot- 
nikov, finished a distant second 
in 14:06:5.

ON STRIKE IN PITTSBURGH 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 14 
(AP)—Pittsburgh was crippled 
b 


y a strike against its major 
transit system early today as 
2200 streetcar and bus opera- 
tors walked off the job in a 
wage dispute between the 
Pittsburgh Railways Co. and 
the Amalgamated Association 
of Street, Electric Railway and 
Motor Coach Employes. 

An estimated 350, daily 
commuters were without their 
usual transportation. The re- 
sult was a monumental flood 
of auto traffic that swelled to 
a near stalemate even before 
the normal rush hour. Boule- 
vards were choked curb to 
curb with cars bumper to 
bumper moving slowly or not 
at all. Reinforced police traffic 
details fought a valiant but 
losing battle against the tide 
of city travelers. 

The company rejected an 
eleventh-hour union proposal 
because, a spokesman said, it 
sto]l contained a union demand 
for a 3l-cent hourly boost over 
a two-year period. The union | 
previously had rejected a com- 
pany offer of a 16-cent hourly 
boost, also in a two-year con- 
tract. Wages under the old con- 
tract which expired Aug. 31 
averaged $2.10 hourly, plus a 
4-cent cost-of-living increment. 


UNIVERSITIES HERE SHARE 
IN FORD FOUNDATION GRANTS 


Ford Foundation grants total- 
ing $49,187,371, awarded in the 
three-month period ending 
Sept. 30, included allotments 
for universities in St. Louis, it 
was announced today. 


A $25,000 grant to St. Louis 
and Washington universities 
was made for a history of the 
metropolitan St. Louis govern- 
mental study, which is financed 
by the foundation and McDon- 
nell Aircraft Corp. The $25.,- 
000 will be used for a follow- 
up study of any resulting gov- 
ernmental reorganization cam- 
paign, 

A grant of $50,900 was made 
to Washington University for 
conferences on new areas of 
college and university admin- 
istration to be conducted by the 
American College Public 
Relations Association. 


1957 was 34 billion rubles, with 
a principal expenditure of 32 
billions for pensions and help 
for large families.

51 Technical Schools. 


In the social welfare depart- 
ment are 51 technical schools 
for re-education of the handi- 
capped, the blind and the deaf, 
and these schools find jobs for 
persons they train. Home serv- 
ices include visiting care for 
old and sick persons living 
alone. 


The visiting nurse service is 
under social welfare, and in 
Tashkent Dr. Gurewitsch and 
I were anxious to make the 
rounds with a visiting nurse, 
but this somehow proved im- 
possible to arrange. I have a 
feeling this was because they 
are aware of their backward- 
ness in housing and do not 
want visitors to see the crowd- 
ed conditions under which peo- 
ple live. 


Everyday living conditions 
for a worker, or even for a 
professional person with a very 
good salary, do not come up 
to United States standards. 
Many fairly recently - built 
apartments look as though they 
are several] years old and their 
entrances and hallways resem- 
ble those in some of our slum- 
clearance projects. 


Plush entrances are not es- 
sential, but somehow the en- 
trances to many of the Russian 
apartments seemed unneces- 
sarily unattractive. I hope, for 
the sake of the people, that the 
overcrowding soon will be 
overcome.

Fears of Joe Smiths. 

Every time business begins 
to level off some people start 
worrying about the financial 
condition of consumers. They 
fear the nation’s Joe Smiths 
may be too deeply in debt to 
pay their bills if things slow 
down. 

But the evidence seems to in- 
dicate the Joe Smiths have 
managed their money matters 
very well. 

The national consumer fi- 
nance association has compiled 
for United Press a unique con- 
sumer balance sheet. 

Paul L. Selby, executive vice 
president of the N.C.F.A., said 
this ledger showed that as of 
June 30, 1957, consumers had 
total assets (what they owned) 
of $1,286,500,000,000 and total 
liabilities (what they owed) of 
$145,500,000,000. 

Net Worth Very Large. 

This means that the net worth 
—or the excess of assets over 
liabilities—of consumers at 
mid-year was a whopping $1,- 
141,000,000 ,000. 

In contrast, the biggest cor- 
poration in the world—Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
—has total assets of only $17 
billion. 

All of the nation’s 81 billion- 
dollar firms combined had as- 
sets totaling $241,447,251,425 at 
the end of 1956.

I have taken his prescriptions and 
they have only given me a little relief. 

The state sanatorium says that I do not have tuber- 
eulosis. I will appreciate any advice. Perhaps there’s some 
new kind of “wonder” medicine to stop this cough.

F. M. Gilkerson Started as Hobby, 
Teamed With Expert to Build Herd ii 
of Imported, Fat-Free Yorkshires; 
He's a Man to Whom Things Happen :

and slowly walked away. It was a fat-free pig. 


It was a fat-free, English, 
pink pig—a Yorkshire by name, 
and F. M. Gilkerson is a shoe 
manufacturer who finds him- 
self up to his hips in the mail- 
order pig business, which just 
goes to show how circumstance 
stands around the corner of 
oe time, awaiting us 
all. 

Because Gilkerson did not 
get into the mail-order, fat- 
free, English pink pig business 
on purpose, not at all. 

Nevertheless, there are his 
pigs in the Montgomery Ward 
1957 catalogue, a picture of a 
pig showing its right profile 
and the advisement that for a 
mere $55.50 one may avail one- 
self of a pig which is a son or 
daughter of imported pigs bred 
for more than 100 years in the 
British Isles. 

The mail-order end is only 
one part of his pig business, a 
business for which he has an 
exceedingly odd background. 
Gilkerson would seem to be an 
exception to the rule that city 
fellows who try their hand at 
livestock are in for a bunch of 
contumely, woe and crimson 
ink. 

He is a shoe man, whose 
father and grandfather were 
shoe men. By the time he was 
a teen-ager he could run every 
machine in a shoe factory, and 
did so in this country and 
abroad after his father, an ef- 
ficiency expert, told him the 
way to learn things was to 
boom around and find how dif- 
ferent things were done in dif- 
ferent places. 

He takes a somewhat unor- 
thodox approach to life, has an 
innovator’s turn of mind.. He 
invented a cushion inner sole, 
and a large St. Louis shoe con- 
cerr took it off his hands at 
a goodly purchase price for use 
of the patents. 

So he started making san- 
dals. With a modest sum of 
money he and a partner built 
up a whopping sandal business. 
He doesn’t make sandals any- 
more, but his firm, Leisure 
Footwear, Okawville, Ill, makes 
casual shoes including some 
from reindeer hide imported 
from Finland. 

He bought his Chesterfield 
place, 80 acres atop a hill, 
and, as city folks will, looked

A Suggestion 
For Brunch 


On Sunday

HE campaign for better 
T breakfasts has been going 

on for many years. At the 
Food Editors’ Conference, we 
had every opportunity to par- 
take of plenty of food at the 
breakfast hour. It is not acci- 
dental that crisp slices of ham, 
rashers of bacon and small sau- 
sages were offered as stimuli 
to appetites which may have 
been slightly surfeited at the 
elaborate luncheons and din- 
ners provided. 

One breakfast outstanding 
among the others featured 
French toast with maple syrup 
and creamed frizzied dried 
beef. Both of these items are 
popular any week for Sunday 
brunch when there is time. to 
enjoy them. In the home kitch- 
en, the sliced bread dipped in 
the egg and milk mixture is 
often sauteed in a skillet, or 
oven-baked. 

Hotels and restaurants find 
deep fat frying a more practi- 
cal method of preparation. Of 
course, this is also a good 
method for home preparation, 
if you do not mind getting out 
the deep fat fryer. A deep skil- 
let in which the bread may be 
fried in at least an inch of 
melted shortening or oil, with- 
out spattering, may be used. 

Creamed frizzled dried beef 
—to be really appetizing— 
must be prepared by frizzling 
the sliced beef in butter before 
sprinkling with flour. When 
this is blended, milk should be 
added gradually. 

Oven-Baked French Toast 


One egg, slightly beaten; one 
cup milk, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, six slices bread. 

Mix slightly beaten egg, 
milk, and salt. Dip bread 
slices in egg mixture. Place in 
buttered shallow pan and dot 
with butter. Bake in hot oven 
(450 degrees F.) 15 to 20 min- 
utes, or until golden brown. If 
bread slices are thin, time will 
be shorter than for thick 
slices. Yield: Six servings.

Rinker has come to be wide- 
ly known and respected around 
this area for his fund of in- 
formation about ali sorts of an- 
imals—farmers ask him about 
sick sheep, horses, cattle. 

The partnership is becoming 
known nationally, largely 
through accident. 

“I fall into more things ac- 
cidentally than I ever do on 
purpose,” said Gilkerson, who 
just happened to be in a store 
and strike up a conversation 
with a Montgomery Ward man 
who informed him the firm 
was considering the mail order 
idea. Last year was the first 
year he tried it, and a bare 
handful sold. This year well 
over 100 have been mailed out 
already. 

The mail order business is 
separate and distinct from the 
Troy farm. Gilkerson keeps a 
pen of pigs out by the garage 
at his Chesterfield home and 
a batch of shipping crate la- 
bels on his living room table. 

He gets a lot of fun out of 
his pig business, operates his 
leisure footwear firm in an ex- 
ceedingly leisurely manner — 
sometimes not going near the 
factory for days on end.

Standing in his field full of 
pigs, Gilkerson admiringly 
watched Rinker, who knows 
every pig personally on a 
speaking acquaintance, and as 
Rinker moved the big pigs 
along gently, sighed: “That 
man is an idealist.”

Royal Turk. He would never 
sell that animal, or his col- 

leagues—Turk’s offspring will 
be numbered in the hundreds. 
Next door, King David 58th 
lumbered along, well-groomed. 
Both Rinker and Gilkerson are 
hipped on sanitation and in- 
sist there is absolutely no use 
in the place looking and smell- 
ing like a pigpen. 

The Midwest is littered with 
the dead hopes of city slickers 
who would be successful live- 
stock men. Atop his hill, Gil- 
kerson gaye his formula for 
success: Be the first to admit 
when you don’t know some- 
thing, but for goodness sake 
find somebody who does. 

The onetime wandering 
shoeman, onetime pro basket- 
ball player; inventor turned 
manufacturer and finally pig 
farmer, picked up an order for 
a pig. It was from New York. 
He grinned. 

Mailing pigs around the 
United States quite obviously 
appeals to his sense of the un- 
orthodox. Not to mention his 
sense of staying on the right 
side of a profit and loss 
ledger.

ANGUAGE ever changes— 
[ana many of the changes 

cannot fail to be distasteful 
to observers with a feeling for 
the beauties of our common 
language, the “well of English 
undefiled,” as Spenser wrote 
of Chaucer. But today’s bar- 
barisms all too often become 
tomorrow’s accepted forms of 
ares. The only thing con- 

ant about languages, as about 
life itself, is change. 

Remember a short 20 years 
ago when we were told to shun 
“contact” as a verb? As John 
Mason Brown remarked, not 
long ago, a flip rejoinder when 
told to “contact” somebody was 
to ask, “Shall I ‘office” him or 
‘sidewalk’ him?” But today 
even the austere Merriam- 
Webster dictionaries admit 
‘contact’ as a colloquial verb in 
the sense of to get into com- 
munication with a person or 
agency. 

So it is with “enthuse”— 
which remains to this writer a 
distasteful back-formation from 
“enthusiasm,” but which has to 
be reckoned a part of the 
popular tongue today. So wide- 
ly accepted is “enthuse” that 
Merriam fails to warn—as it 
does about ‘“contact’’—that it 
is “a use avoided by careful 
writers and speakers.” 

But there are other menaces 
on the horizon. “Please tell 
me,” writes V. W. Gauch of 
Oakland, Calif., “if the words 
finalize, finalized and finaliza- 
tion can be used?” The answer 
—so far as formal writing and 
speech are concerned—is no, 
or, at least, not yet. 


“Finalize” is relatively newly 
coined—one of the creations of 
the fast-talking gentry of the 
advertising world. It seems to 
me to serve on particularly 
useful function, sfnce the same 
idea can be expressed by the 
phrases “make final” or “bring 
to completion.” For this rea- 
son, its chances of lasting the 
course and turning up in the 
dictionaries of 1967 as a fully 
accepted part of the language 
seem slim. My advice is to use 
it sparingly and only in in- 
formal] conversation or writing.
